FLORENCE WRECKED 
BY AN URTHIHIAKE 

Northern Italy Shaken Saaday aai 
Many Are KlUed While Bagalleaat 
Old BaUilafa An Tata Bawa. 

Rome, June 80— One of the most dis- 
astrous earthquakes which haa ahaksn 
Italy In many years vlaited the Nbrth- 
ern part of the country Sunday boglBp 
ning about 6 o'clixik a. m. and laatliig; 
until i o'clock p. m. Dataila o( tte 
havoc wrought cannot be obtained be- 
cause of the damage done communi- 
cations but victims are reported at 
Dl Comano, Florence, Piaa aafl Oar* 
gosanlorendo. 

Such reports as have been obtained 
from Florence over greatly laternipt- , 
cd communications are to the ef- 
fect that from 1700 to 180i) are dead 
and that the picturesque and ancient 
quarters of the city have been re- 
duced to ruins. 

Assistance is being taken to the 
stricken oommunities by trains from 
Pergula. 

Many ancient ctaurohea are aald to

exact number of the dead cannot be 
known for some time, however it is

He said: "The war in bringtm 
about vast changes has opened new 
and dinlcull iirohlcnis. Who could have 
roruseon live years ano thai wo would 
so soon be faeliiK (luestlons Involvlnt? 
the very constitution or society in Eu- 
rope and In America, that getting rid 
ot the Autocracy of Csars and Emper- 
ors we should, be confronted with the 
worse autocracy of the Bolsbovlkl? 

Destructive and reactionary forces 
aro actually at work iu America strlv- 
Infi IQ lurn our representative Repub- 
lic into u suclulist autocracy. 

It Is asserted by tbem that the dis- 
parity and the Injustices between 
classes haa become so marked that the 
present system must give way to an 
orKanlzatlon of the people, and that a 
|)art uf the people, the workers who, 
it is claimed, have gathered the prop- 
erty on which our social structure 
rests. The conduct of our dally lives, 
what we at and drink, our Incomes, all 
our affairs are to be under the control 
of oollectivlsm. 

It is the question whether one shall 
abandon the prliiciplcs and traditions 
which have made America so great 
and so free and substitute therefor a 
statu built ui)on the absolute power of 
the new socialistic council. 

The corner store of our aystem is 
the civil liberty and OQuality of the in- 
dividual. Our government is not a 
u<ivcrnment of absolute power before 
whom the individual must how. Ours 
is one of ele.irly dellned iiowers under 
a constitution limitin.i; to the novern- 
nienl of stale or nation what Is dele- 
gated iiy the citizens. We are a free 
people. We do not derive our powers 
from government. We make the gov- 
ernment and invest it with power as 
we wish. 

This protected lilierly of the individ- 
ual is what has drawn the oppressed 
and I he entorprisiiii; from every land, 
and this It is which has given .America 
such unexampled prosperity. Perfect 
equality and perfect Justice haa not 
yet been attained but It tar surpasses 
the liberty and privileges of other 
lands. 

The fundanientiil contention of the 
Bolsheviki is tlie idea derived from 
Marx that there is an inexorable 
struggle of claases In present day so- 
ciety. 

In answer, we say there is no per- 
manent inequality or flzlty of classes 
in this country. Men and women by 
the thousands rise out of their classes 
every year and become heads of the 
business they learned as mechanics. 
Section hands becoming Presidents of 
Railroads and farmers' boys going to 
the head of every calling. In fact the 
niiper departments of American life 
are beckoning constantly to those be- 
neath them to come up and share In 
social and business privileRes Just as 
fast as tliey are able to do ^o There 
is a premium put on aspiring talent 
and energy to riie to the great oppor- 
tunities. 

In contrast with this socialism Is 
the absolute domination of class and 

the destruction of the liberty and op- 
portnnily of the Individual. They even 
reject ma.iorily ^;overnnienl i;ivinK to 
a particular cl.iss, the class of labor- 
ers, the government of the land. They 
strike down remorselessly every other 
class that stands in their way. 

Now this scheme seems so propos- 
tcrous and so un-American that many 
of our people have no Interest tn It 
and are conse(|uently asleep while 
.these plotters against our liberties are 
at work. They ware Just aa free from

Now lust rooall that twenty aUIUon 
of persons have subaeHbed to our Lib- 
erty Loan and this did not represent 
all who could have done so. 

There are 18,UUU,000 dwellings occu- 
pied by some 21,000,000 families. Ful- 
ly sin million of Oor families own 
homea, threo million «t them with a 
mortgage which will generally be lift- 
ed. Twelve lullllon of our people have 
Block In Hunks of various kinda. Pub- 
lic school ami libraries and parks are 
provided for all. Labor has liberty to 
organise and contract and there is 
even a partiality ahown them by pub- 
lic opinion, manifest In leglslatnrea 
and the. courts. I^ero are dangers 
from great corporations, but those 
corporations are arrangements for the 
employment of small capital combined 
for great enterprises. They are crea- 
tures of the law, and subject to the 
courts at etery point 

There Is a steady growth In the sen- 
timent for social reform In our coun- 
try, for regulations conserving the 
public health and providing better 
bousing for all, better water, better 
food and protecting against Illness 
and unomploymwt and Indigent old 
age. All this grows out of the Amer^ 
can principle that the individual does 
not exist for himself alone, but that be 
has respunslbllities and rights also. 

This Is ('hristlan American social 
reform. The socialiat however de- 
mands a political social revolution, 
and strange to say they have had Just 
such a revolution ip one of the great- 
est nations In the world with Us 170,- 
(»00,0M0 people. There are signs how- 
ever already of its breaking down by 
its own weight. It is only by a gi- 
gantic bluff that they are able to hold 
on at all. 

They are operating today under a 
constitution, and a constitution that 
Is neither Marxism nor Communism 
The class struggle has practically 
iione. Lenin entered on power .an- 
nouncing the government of the 
I'roletarlat. Two yeara have passed. 
With power responsibility hu come. 
The industries must be run, cities 
must be fed. A great nation most be 
economically organized I.enin found 
out I'roletarauisni could not do this 
The masses could not administer the 
government. They could not run the 
factories. T hese are sllll In large part 
privately owned. They have to call 
in the BourgoMle and the eapl- 
taliats to manage the induatries. 

The intellectuala too are no longer 
murdered. They were always needed 
Lenin Is an Intellectual. Trotsky a 
journalist Tcliicherin a noble 

They were to have no parliament, 
but they have In fact a parliament, 
a delegated body goographioally cho- 
sen. There Is oentrallsation of power 
and the real rulers are the peas- 
ants who have become land owners. 
The mines ami factories are either pri- 
vately owned or owned by the stale. 
The workers are still being exploited 
.Militarism rules the nation through 
an uaurping caate. 

Lenho having to face International 
relations now offers to pay tho nation- 
al debt, and Ammorato alien land 
owners. 

Capitalism is In the saddle and the 
proletariat are putting on the yoke 
again. 

Lenin and bis crowd have learned 
that In this world there Is no ehkss 
struggle. They have learned that tn- 
dustry Is a practical not an idealistic 
problem that society Is made up of 
eroups of workers each of tbem need- 
ing the other. We should really be 
thankful that this monstrous experi- 
ment has been made.

Our great America stands over 
against all this as the development of 
freedom naOar onr Chrlatian iaaflln- 
tions.
